Conferees Split Over Two 
Features of Measure. 
Volunteer System and Nitrate

Trouble but Fails,

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Confer- 
ees on the army reorganization bill 
late today disagreed on important 
features of the measure and ad- 
journed until matters in disagree- 
ment can be taken up in the House. 
The rocks on which the committee 
broke were the Federal volunteer 
army and the $15,000,000 govern- 
ment nitrate plant amendments 
adopted by the Senate. 

Notwithstanding the disagreement, 
Senator Chamberlain, chairman of 
the Senate conferees, said tonight he 
had hopes that a good bill eventu- 
ally would be worked out. 

“The House conferees would not 
yield to the Senate provision for the 
volynteer army or the government 
nitrate plant,” said the Senator. 

“There are a number of minor 
points in the bill which also are in 
But the main points

“Representative Hay has promised 
to return the nitrate plant amend- 
ment to the House for further in- 
structions. He stated, however, that 
the House would not accept the vol- 
unteer army, and the Senate confer- 
ces would not recede. In view of 
the apparent impasse the conference 
adjourned, not to meet again until 
an effort is made to get further in- 
structions from the House. We do 
not expect to take up the disputed 
points in the Senate at this time, be- 
cause our conferees are unanimous 
and the Senate has already passed on 
the subjects in controversy.” 

GOOD PROGRESS MADE. 


Up to the time of the break, which 
had been forecast, the conferees 
had been making good progress on 
regular army reorganization and re- 
serve features. They had agreed ten- 
tatively on a standing army in time 
of peace of 180,000 men, 40,000 more 
than the House bill carried, and an 
elastic organization scheme con- 
tained in the Senate bill which would 
provide for expansion in time of 
war o~ threatened war to 220,000 
men. They also had agreed to the 
House bill reorganization plan for 
the National Guard which would pro- 
vide for Federalization of the re- 
serve force and its expansion to ap- 
proximately 400,000 men. 

Early in the day Representative 
Hay, chairman of the House confer- 
ees, discussed the volunteer army re- 
serve section of the Senate bill with 
President Wilson. The President 


mo statement was made regarding 
the conference. Representative Hay 
is said to have told the President 
that the House would not accept the 
volunteer force. This section of the 
Senate bill provides for a reserve 
Federal force of approximately 260,- 
000 citizen soldiers in addition to the 
National Guard. 
GUARD MEN NERVOUB. 

Champions of the National Guard 
feared that the porposed new force 
would operate to the disadvantage of 
the National Guard and there was 
strong opposition to the plan in both 
House and Senate. In the Senate the 
volunteer farce won by a majority of 
only two votes. 

Representative Hay, in his talk 
with the President, also discussed 
the nitrate feature; and the Presi- 
dent insisted it should be left in the 
bill. This attitude of the President 
is understood to have precipitated 
the disagreement today, although the 
other phase of the dispute would 
have caused the break anyway. 

If the President continued to In- 
sist on the nitrate plant provision, it 
was declared, another clash between 
the Executive and the House would 
ensue.

IS PASSED BY SENATE. 


Measure Creates a Chain of Banks that will Deal with 
Rural Investments and Mortgages Exclusively on the — 


Co-operation Plan—Persons Desiring to Borrow Must 
First Take Stock in the Ins titutions. 


ASHINGTON, May 4.—The 
: Hollis farm joan bill, embody- 

ing the administration plan 
for establishing a system of rural 
credits passed the Senate tonight by 
a vote of 58 to 65. 

Senators Brandegee, Lodge, Oliver, 
Page and Wadsworth, all Repub- 
licans, voted against the measure. 

The bill, after almost two weeks 
of debate, passed the Senate prac- 
tically as reported by the Banking 
Committee. An amendment by Sen- 
ator Smoot reducing the salaries of 
the farm loan board from $10,000 to 
$7500, which was adopted by a vote 
of 26 to 26 in the committee of the 
whole, was reconsidered when the 
bill reached the Senate and was de- 
feated 29 to 31, although eight 
Democratic Seriators voted with the 
Republicans for the reduction. 

A somewhat similar bill has been 
reported by the House Banking 
Committee, and it is said will be 
brought up for consideration in the 
House soon. Like the Senate meas- 
ure, it would. create a chain of farm 


of operation. 

The Senate bill provides for a 
nonpartisan farm loan board to con- 
sist of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and four others, having general con- 
trol of a farm loan system of twelve 
or more land banks, and of farm 
loan associations through which 
loans actually would be made. 

Each land bank would have a

All profits would go to the loan 
association in dividends and thus to 
the borrowers who are shareholders 
in them. Loans might be on as long 
terms as thirty-six years and on the 
amortization plan so that with each 
interest payment the farmer could 
pay small amounts on his principal. 
Loans would be limited to first mort- 
gages and could not exceed 50 per 
cent. of the appraised value of “the 
land.

When the Subject of Who is to 
be Responsible for Replacing

PARIS, April 15.—The destrué- 
tion by fige and shell of more than 
230 churches Along the French bat- 
tle front brifigs up anh interesting 
question in connection with the ante- 
bellum promulgation of the law 
separating the church from the 
state. When the war is ended and 
the problem of the restoration of 
these edifices is confronted, there 
must be a decision whether, if the 
Entente allies are victorious, this fe- 
construction is to ¢6ine within the 
principle accepted by the government 
of indemnities for war damages. 

Since the promulgation became 
effective the government has taken 
no part in the maintenance of 
churches. On the other hand it has 
regarded gntient churches with his- 
toric or artistic value as belonging 
to the patrimony of the state. Two 
thousand old chiifches have thus 
been formally classed among the 
state treastifes to prevent the sale 


of artistic features of the 
or to keep intact buildifigs of historic 
importance. Of these “classed” 
churches as they are ¢alled, about

TUDY GEOGRAPHY, 
DIPLOMATS ADVISED. 


Sir Thomas Holdich, British 
Army’s Greatest Authority,

LONDON, April 15.—Laek of géo- 
graphical knowledge has cost the 
nations of the world millions of dol- 
lars in treaty-making, declared Sir 
Thomas Holdich, the British Army's 
Sreatest geographical authority, ina 
lectiire befote the Royal Geograph- 
ical Bociety on “Probléms in Boun- 
dary Making.” 

“Lack of exact knoWledge,” he 
said, “is the first rock on which 
beundary treaties split. Where 
maps did not exist, and where it Was 
out of the question to walt for them 
to be made, the arbitratofs have been 
forced repeatedly into adopting the 
worst of expedients, the straight line. 

“The disadvantages of the straight 
line have béen illustrated in several 
instances lately, notably iii boundary 


disputes in Central and Southern 
Africa. In one case an awkward in- 


‘ternational complication arose when 


it was found that a wide tract of 
valuable land had been erroneously 
assigned to England and had to be 
transferred to Belgium. Then there 
was the adoption of a definite meri- 
dian which crossed the Kalahari 
Desert, the eastern limit of German 
Southwest Africa. This entailed 
years of scientific labor, costing a 
sum equal to the value of thousands 
of square miles of useful map-mak- 
ing, to find out where the meridian 
really lay. 

“Absurd itneidents arose over the 
delimitation of the boundary be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
One of the main difficulties arose as 
to what was meant in the treaty by 
a ‘main channel.’ Between Van- 
couver and the mainiand there is an 
archipelago, and among them at 
least three chanhels that might be 
ealled ‘main channels.’ Chief 
among these islands was one called 
San Juan. In 1859 a pig was shot 
by an American oh San Juah and 
the American was haled before a 
British magistrate and threatened 
with imprisonment. This put a cli- 
max to the dispute. American honor 
was touched, and troops were landed 
from both sides. It looked as if the 
pig incident would lead to War; but 
the position was saved by arbitra- 
tion. The award gave away the 
whole archipelago to the United 
States.”

{Indianapolis News:] A question 
that is disturbing American manu- 
facturers in general, and especially 
those who manufacture commodities 
for export, concerns the extent to 
which present industrial conditions 
in Europe will affect American trade 
after the war. The nations at war 
have in many cases been forced to 
take over privately-owned manu- 
facturing establishments and oper- 
ate them regardless of acéepted 
standards and regardless of cost, as 
an é@xpedient for hastening the 
manufacture of munitions. Ameri- 
c=n manufacturers aré now asking 
if it is not bie that in order to 
secure an advantage in the commer- 
cial war Which is expected to follow 
peace, the governments of England 
and Germany will fot continue to 
operate these plants and cut prices, 
Tt is one thing for a government to 
take over a factory and use it in a 
time of national peril, but it is quite 
another to take it over and make 
some commodity to be sold in the 
open market. Nevertheless, such 
papers as the New York Timeés see 
such a possibility. 

Tt is pointed out that the British, 
French and Japanese governments 
have virtually granted ai iiberal 
to dyestuffs manufacturers. 
They have gone so far as to guaranf- 
tee dividends to investors who buy 
stock in these concerns. And near- 
ly all the nations at war have taken 
complete charge of industries upon 
which they depend for foodstuffs. 
In New South Wales the government 
actually has in mind a plan whereby 
every bakery will become the prop- 
erty of the government. Hereto- 
fore Germany has been first among 
the nations to encourage foreign 
trade by practically backing private 
manufacturers in their efforts to ex- 
pand their business. It is feared 
that if commercial conditions after 
the war drive France and Eng@iand 
to the same expedient, there will be 
a reign of price-cutting which will 
endanger the commercial prosperity 
of the United States. It fe even 
feared that European countries will 
éome to América for their raw ma- 
terial, upon which there can be no 
export duty, take it home; make it 
into marketable commodities, and 
send it batk to América and other 
countries at such prices that the 
American manufacturer will be 
equeesed harder than ever before. 
A high tariff will do no good, for 
while it might save the manu- 
facturer the Amefricah consumer 
would suffer. 

Tatil the settlement of the war, 
however, this matter can hardly be 
more than speculative, for while it 
is patent that both the United King- 
dom and Germany hope to’ make up 
for their war losses in the volume 
of their foreiean trade, it is doubtful 
if either will be financially able to 
carry such a deficit as this brand 
of competition would involve. The 
possibility is sufficiently plausible, 
even at this time, to demand some 
consideration, but it is obvious that 
little can be donhe to counteract it 
until peace is tn the air, and dur- 
ing the last year of the war there 
was hever less 
now.

|PEACE RUMORS 


IN HARBOR AIR. 


Plenty Vessels Available Soon, 
is the Prediction. 


Harbor Commission to Finish 
Jetty with Rock. 


New Company to Build Ship 
for Mexican Trade. 


{LocaL CORREBPONDENCE. | 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, May 4. 
—There are indications in shipping 
circles that present high charter 
rates are going to take a drop. 
Whether or not this portends an end 
of the war in Europe and the re- 
lease of German vessels as Well as 
those of the allies that are engaged 
in transport work, shipping men do 
not pretend to say. 

The fact that a number of vessels 
have been offered for sale leads to 
the belief that there will be vessels 
available in a very few months, at 
least so that steamship lines can re- 
sume trade between the Atlantic 
and Pacific through the Panama 
in compeétition with the rail- 
roa 


A significant fact that has made 
those who bought ships for specula- 
tion uneasy is the fact that no recent 
charters have been issued to take 
cargo to the Orient. This sounds to 
shipping men more like peace than 
press dispatches from the capitals of 
the powers in Burope. 

ROCK CONTRACTORS. 


Harbor Commissionera F. T. 
Woodman and C. M. Gordon were 
here today with members of the 
Russell-Green-Foal Cémpany, con- 
tractors, who have supplied all the 
rock for the fish harbor jetty at East 
San Pedro. Having supplied all the 
rock required under its contract the 
firm will turn over the work to the 
city and the Harbor Commission will 
complete the jetty with reck brought 
over from Catalina Island. 

In addition to that brought from 
Riverside quaffies by the contractor 
the city will ney Sewer tons from 
Catalina. This is béing brought over 
on barges and it is estimated that the 
city will save 650 cents per ton over 
the price of rock hatiled from the in- 
terior by rail. The first jetties bulit 
here over twenty yeafs ago contain 
Catalina rock, but that now being 
put in the fish harbor jetty is the 
firet brought ovér from the island 
since then. 

It is also estimated that the city 
will save $50,000 on material to be 
used in the construction of the new 
wholesale fish market to be erected 
near the foot of Tenth street by us- 
ing material purchased before the 
recent raise in the price of piles. 
Plans fof the fish market will be 
ready next Monday. The building 
will be 65x265 feet and is expected to 
pay the city a handsome revenue 
through rents paid by the wholesale 
fish markets. 

MEXICAN TRADB. 


The organization of a new com- 
pany to build a vessel for the Mexi- 
can tradé is being considered by lo- 
cal business men and boat bullders. 
Bince the European War put an end 
to commerce with Germany and 
other countries of Europe, California 
ports have fallen heir to the enor- 
mous amount of business that has 
taxed the capacity of vessels en- 
gaged in the trade. 

On account of delays at the small- 
er ports smaller vessels are proving 
more profitable than big steamers, 
but there are not enough of the type 
of vessels needed to take care of the 
trade. Vessels of the steam schooner 
type equipped with Diesel engines, it 
is believed, will prove very profitable 
in the Mexican and Central Ameri- 
can e. 

CONFER ON PLANS. 


J. C. Prince of the City Engineer's 
office will be here tomorrow after- 
noon to confer with members of the 
Ban Pedfto Chafiber of Commerce 
over the proposed éxtenhsion of the 
Western-avenue boulevard from 
Lomita to San Pedro. 

Mr. Prince will bring maps and 
éstimatées showing the cost of the 
proposed foad. It is estimated that 
that part of the road within the city 
will cost about $25,000. It is pro- 
posed to organize an improvement 
district and vote bonds to pay for 
the construction work. _

This, has proven so successful in 
one or two garrisons that the order 
has been extended to all garrisons 
in France, The use of women makes 
unnecessary the draft of professional 
men and gives employment to those 
women whose husbands, sons and 
brothers have been killed. 

Th Germany it is said that 900,000 
women are being employed in places 
ordinarily filled by men, most. of 
them in positions of unskilled labor.

Another roomer assisted in trying 


antidote. 

Giving up at liast, the officers 
bundled the butcher into an auto- 
mobile driven by Detective Berry, 
and the race with the poison start- 
ed. Half way into this city Mr. 
Runnells fought to jump out of the 
machine. Then the poison he had 
imbibed started to pain so terribly 
he collapsed. At the hospita] the 
stomach pump was applied, It is 
thought he will live.
